FRENCH INVASION OF 
GERMANT IS FEARED

Berlin. Nov. 23.-- Foreign Minister 
Simons, in a speech at Cologne Tues­ 
day. charged that France was plan­ 
ning to start a new war against <;« r- 
many. 
The bridgeheads on the Rhine, he 
declared, were being developed 
for 
offensive strategy, camps and man­ 
euver grounds for troops in excess 
of 'the needs of the ocupational forees 
were being provided, a military bak­ 
ery, with a daily capacity of 400,000 
rations, was being installed, and stra­ 
tegic bridges were being prepared and 
put in readiness to throw across the 
Rhine. 
What else could this mean, he 
asked, than offensive designs? 
The minister, up to this point, did 
not mention France specifically, alt- 
though reference to the bakery, for 
which it i* generally known France 
asked Germany to pay, clearly identi­ 
fied France ¡«s the alleged trouble­ 
maker. 
The m inister then singled out 
France, together with 
Belgium, her 
ally under the recently concluded m il­ 
itary convention 
expressly by name 
as a target for his charges. 
He de­ 
clared that both countries had com* 
pleted 
u 
new distribution of 
their 
troops so as to Ik* able to move im­ 
mediately into the Rhineland in 
the 
event o f an offensive being undertak­ 
en. 
He mentioned four French army 
corps, the Second, Sixth, Twenty-first 
and 
Seventh, which, he said, were 
aligned in Lorraine, along the Ger­ 
man frontier, in instant readiness to 
spring. 
A 
tith e of the present army 
of 
occupation, he declared, was enough to 
the Rhineland, and part thereof ample 
for security against an unprovoked 
German attack. 
These strategic dis­ 
positions could .therefore, mean only 
offensive intentions, the worst feature 
of which was that Germany was re­ 
quired to foul the bill under the guise 
of costs of occupation. 
The Deutsche Volksblatt of Stutt­ 
gart, the loading Centrist (Cathol.e) 
newspaper in Wurtemberg and Ger­ 
man Chancellor 
Fehrenhack’* 
per­ 
sonal organ, prints an a*-ticle, and ap­ 
pealing to Bavaria to disarm 
her 
home guards, and for her forces to 
surrender their m ilitary weapons 
in 
compliance with the law, since 
the 
Entente, otherwise, has decided unar- 
imously to ooeup the Ruhr district. 
The United States, according to the 
Volkstblatt, is also a partner to 
the 
agreem ent, which threatens the econ­ 
omic, probably the territorial disrup­ 
tion of Germany by the seizure of 
this rich coal and industrial region. 
The United States has also 
been 
dragged in a parallel story, circulat­ 
ing in Berlin, that Ellis Dresel, the 
American commissioner, has been in­ 
structed to communicate the Am eri­ 
can attitude and a warning to 
thy 
German cabinet. 
s 
Inquiry in diplomatic circles shows 
the latter story to he untrue. 
No 
such instructions have been received. 
There is no indication that the W ash­ 
ington administration has changed its 
attitude from tlint taken at the time 
of the French seizure of Frankfurt 
and other western cities last spring. 
The same is believed to he true of 
Italy, and probably of Great Britain, 
which is believed to he against any 
precipitate 
seizure 
without 
giving 
Germany a 
fair chance t<> enforce 
disarmament. 
The story, 
which 
the 
Yolkstatt 
ascribes to thoroughly competent di­ 
plomatic authority, is probably of lo­ 
cal German origin. 
Its real signifi­ 
cance may probably be sought in the 
difficulties which the federal govern­ 
ment is experiencing in inducing 
ihe 
conservative Bavarian 
government, 
which w a s installed by the military 
coup d’etat during the week of the 
Kapp revolution, and whose political 
strength and tenure of office is large­ 
ly based on the backing of 150,000 
armed, organized citizens to disarm 
its home 
guards 
and 
reactionary 
forces. 
The Bavarian government continues 
to declare publicly 
that 
the home 
guards cannot be disbanded and dis­ 
armed as demanded by the Entente 
Tiie authorities reply, privately, 
to 
all representations 
on 
the subject, 
either that the Entente will not. in 
the end, really execute its threat or 
alternatively, that the occupation of 
the Ruhr Valley, some time or other, 
is a certainty under France’s present 
disposition, and that it makes

difference 
whether

comes over the disarmament of 
Bavarian home guard or some other 
pretext.

The boats make frequent practice 
trip-» between Los Angeles and Santn 
Catalina island. 
1'he water In this- 
urea averages about HO feet in depth 
and 
Ih 
one 
of

fishing 
grounds of the Pacific coast. 
Frequently the boats dive to the hot 
tom and lb* then* with their motor 
shut off while practlelng submarine 
signaling, torpedo-tube routine and the 
like. 
I be upside-down fishing is done in a 
very simple manner. 
Prior to making 
a d've the men arrange their l i n e o n 
the deck rails of the submarine. 
The 
hooks arc baited and are strung out 
on the decks to Ik* 
curried 
upward 
when the boat dives, by a float at 
tacbed near the book. 
Since any fish that takes the bait 
can not be removed until the boat 
comes to the surface, the lines are 
fastened to the 
deck 
rail 
by 
coll 
springs. 
This practically eliminates 
the ch an ce of losing the fish by Its 
breaking the line, or teariug the hook 
out of Its mouth.

treasure enormously, 
himself profit­ 
ing enough to establish branches of 
the Paris, London and Vienna. 
When Napoleon 1 invaded the Hes­ 
sian capital. Casael, the treasu re was 
buried underneath the main staircase 


in the princely palace, but was a fte r­ 
w ard rescued by some officers. 
In 


1830 Hess e-Cassell, like all the other 
German states, received .» constitution 
and then the question of the ow ner­ 
ship of that treasure was raised the 
first time. 
Both the Prince and the 
sta te claimed it, the latter on 
the 
grou n d that it was derived from the 
sa le o f some 18,000 Hessians to E ng­ 
land. 
Finally the treasure was divid­ 
ed, one-half rem aining in the posses­ 
sion of the princely house and 
the 
other becoming state property. 
When, however, in 1800, the P rus­ 


sia n s annexed Hesse-Cassel they took 
the half of the treasure from 
the 
Hesse-Cassel authorities because 
the 
Prussian state was their 
successor. 
Then 
Prussia confiscated the other 
half on thi> ground that it constituted 
an endownment of the reigning house 
of Hesse-Cassel, furnishing means for 
proper representation in the interest 
of th»* country, but the reign of the 
princes of Hesse-Cassel having ended

ments devolving on Prussia, all the 
form er reigning house coul ' claim was 


a porepr appanage. 
In consequence, the Prussian state 
paid to the Hessian princes annual 
appanages am ounting to 8150,090 as 
compensation for a fortune which was 
estim ated at more than 8100,000,000.
